“ G en .” An derson Powell, on e 
of the best kn own colored men in 
Pettis coun ty, died of old age at 6 
o’clock this morn in g at his home, 
No. 104 W est Coop er street. 
Gen eral An derson Powell, as 
n ear as can be comp uted, was 
about 9 0 years of age at the time 
of his death. 
He was in his early 
days the slave of the wife of Judge 
Thomas Jop lin , an d was brought 
to Missouri from Ten n essee by 
Mrs. Jop lin in 18 35. 
He remain ed with his mistress 
un til he was freed, an d, after be­ 
comin g a freeman , man aged her 
estate un til she wen t to live with 
her sister, Mrs. Berry Williams, at 
Versailles. 
An derson Powell’s mother, who 
was kn own as “ A un t Tem p e,’’was 
brought with him from Ten n essee. 
She was a n ative of Guin ea, A fri­ 
ca, it is believed, from the fact that 
she could talk several of the Guin ea 
dialects. 
“ A un t Tem p e” died at 
the home of N. N . Parberry in this 
city 
in 
18 61, aged n early 
100 
years. 
She was n oted for her re­ 
markable in telligen ce an d fidelity 
to her emp loyers. 
“ G en .’^ An derson Powell was a 
most remarkable colored man . 
He 
was, off an d on , for n early thirty 
years jan itor of the Citizen s’ N a­ 
tion al ban k. 
He 
was 
hon est, 
reliable an d trustworthy un der all 
circumstan ces. 
In his early days, 
while a slave, 
was trusted with 
large amoun ts of mon ey an d was 
the custodian of his mistress’ most 
valuable p rop erty. 
For an un ­ 
educated man he p ossessed won ­ 
derful kn owledge of men an d af­ 
fairs. 
He was n oted for his wit 
an d was quickn ess at rep artee. 
The “ gen eral” visited W ash­ 
in gton , D. C., on several occasion s 
an d he took p ride in boastin g that 
he had shaken the han ds of more 
than on e p residen t. 
On the occa­ 
sion of the in auguration of Presi­ 
den t Harrison , the “ gen eral” ac­ 
comp an ied the Sedalia Flambeau 
club to W ashin gton . 
On the re­ 
turn trip he addressed, from the 
rear car of the train , a ¿rowd of 
more 
than

T A L K ABOUT ROADS 


Township Improvement League 
Being Organized. 


FARMERS IN 
EARNEST. 


They Suggest Improved Methods for 
Keeping 
Public 
Boads 
in 
Proper Condition. 


Notwithstanding 
the 
unfavor­ 
able weather, there 
was 
a very 
fair attendance at the meeting of 
the 
Sedalia 
Township Improve­ 
ment society last Saturday after­ 
noon, held 
at Goodwill M. E. 
chapel. 
President Van B. W isker hav­ 
ing made application to the secre­ 
tary of agriculture, Washington, 
D. C ., for copies of bulletins pub­ 
lished by the United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture 
relating to 
good roads, was able to distribute 
some amongst those present. 
The talks and discussions result­ 
ing therefrom were earnest and in 
teresting. 
Several important reso­ 
lutions were adopted, from which 
much good may result. 
They will 
at least show that when our level­ 
headed farmers get 
together 
in 
council on matters pertaining to 
public benefit they can formulate 
practical ways of correcting abuses. 
In relation to the necessity of the 
more speedy repairing of culverts, 
removal of obstructions, as in the 
case of a tree having fallen across 
a roadway, 
filling up mudholes, 
etcetera, it was moved by Homer 
Green, duly seconded and carried, 
“ That in view of the 
fact 
that 
much inconvenience and at times 
danger may be avoided by estab­ 
lishing a more speedy method of 
repairing culverts, removing ob­ 
structions in roadways and filling 
up mudholes than that of awaiting 
the attention and convenience of 
road overseers, a law should be 
passed empowering any resident 
taxpayer of such road district to 
make the necessary repairs, provid­ 
ing he first called the attention of 
at least two resident taxpayers 
whose farms were immediately ad­ 
jacent to the roadway on which the 
repair was needed, and who, after 
inspection, decided that such repair 
was immediately needed and signed 
a paper or printed blank to that ef­ 
fect, stating tbe amount at which 
it should be repaired, and also after 
tbe work had been properly done 
they again inspected and signed to 
that effect. 
The presentation of 
such signed paper to the county 
court should be deemed sufficient 
warrant for an order of payment.” 
On motion of M aik Green the 
following resolution was carried : 
“ That 
the county court should 
strenuously require road overseers 
to 
place 
and 
maintain 
prqper 
gauges noting the rise and fall of 
waters at all fords in their district, 
and place sign boards at all road 
crossways.” 
On motion of George Croft it 
was resolved “ That the attention 
of the commissioners of the Six 
Mile road district should be called 
to the almo|t impassable condition 
of N ew Y o rk avenue, immediately 
south of Breakfast branch, also at 
the two water runs crossing the 
avenue from Isaac W arren’s.” 
It was considered by the meeting 
that the rock and gravel obtainable 
adjacent to these bad places should 
be sufficient with proper construc­ 
tion and drainage to maintain this 
avenue in good condition at all 
seasons. 
A t this stage of the proceedings 
Homer Green stated that he had an 
accumulation of quite five thousand 
yards of gravel which the commis­ 
sioners could have the free use of, 
providing it was placed on a road­ 
way leading 
into 
Sedalia that 
would be of direct service to h i« 
and his family. 
M ark Green also stated that he 
had a large supply of gravel which 
could be utilized in the same way, 
and that there were fully one thou­ 
sand loads of clinkers and cinders 
accumulated at the waterworks, 
which he understood could also be 
had without cost, provided they 
were utilized in a similar manner. 
James Garrett here stated that 
two or three hundred loads of

broken brick bats, the residue of an 
old brick yard, could in like man­ 
ner be had from him. 
From these stateraeuts it would 
appear that there is a large amount 
of good 
material 
obtainable 
at 
small cost to construct roadways 
south of town to the city limits. 
W hen other townships organize 
and hold meetings for the consider- 
ation of this question it may he 
found that there are other large de­ 
posits of rock and gravel in dif­ 
ferent parts of the county which 
would be available 
for 
adjacent 
roadways. 
Someone present suggested that 
if macadam roads are to he con­ 
structed throughout the county, a 
rock crusher would be a desirable 
investment on 
the 
pirt 
of the 
county. 
Another suggested that instead 
of petty offenders and criminals 
being sentenced 
to 
payment 
of 
fines, or imprisonment, those who 
f tiled to pay their fines should be 
obliged to work bq the rock pile, 
and thus earn at least the cost of 
their board. 
The use of drain tile in the con­ 
struction of our dirt roads was con­ 
sidered of great importance. 
Before adjourning, at the sug­ 
gestion of the presiding officer, it 
was resolved that the name of the 
Sedalia 
Township 
Improvement 
Society, School District No, 29. 
be changed 
to 
“ Pettis 
County 
Township 
Improvement 
League, 
Division No. I . ” 
This was considered necessary, 
as each township was subdivided 
into several school districts, each 
bearing a distinctive number. 
W hen other Township Improve­ 
ment divisions are organized and a 
general meeting called, it would 
be necessary for each division to be 
jiven precedence according to date 
of organization, hence the change. 
The next meeting of Division 
No. I will be held on the first Sat-

A most 
interesting documen; 
was recently discovered by Captain 
J. F. Stanley at his old home in 
Floyd county, where he went to 
settle up his deceased father’s es- 
state, says aRoanoak, V a., special. 
Carefully packed away in an old 
wallet and locked in a trunk with 
other papers was this document. 
It was well preserved and is per­ 
haps the only one in existence. 
The paper was a time-table of 
the Virginia and Tennessee rail­ 
road. 
It had been preserved by 
Captain Stanley’s father, who was 
a section boss in the early days of 
Virginia’s railroad history, and be­ 
fore the tick of the telegraph was 
heard along the line of railroad 
that is now developing and mak­ 
ing Southwest Virginia famous. 
It bears date of December, 1855, 
and shows that one mail and one 
freight ran in each direction daily 
between Lynchburg and Snavely’s 
Passing places for trains are de­ 
noted by a star. 
Captain Stanley, the owner of 
this ancient time-table, was offered 
iio o for it, but refused the offer. 
He is an old conductor, and prizes 
the document most highly, it hav­ 
ing descended from his dead father, 
who was among the pioneer rail­ 
road men of Virginia. 
He permitted Col.Frank Korte to 
photograph it, and the colonel has 
reproduced it in fac simile and is 
putting it out as a souvenir adver­ 
tisement of the approaching E lks’ 
carnival. 
On the back is a photo- 
raphic reproduction of one of the 
first engines ever run on the Nor­ 
folk & Western.

UNIQJUE RULES AND REGULA­ 
TIONS. 


The rules and regulations gov­ 
erning the running of trains were 
unique, and will prove exceeding­ 
ly interesting to railroad and train­ 
men.

Wood, material, extra and 
special trains will avoid all regular 
trains. 
2. 
In case of an accident or de­ 
tention to a passenger train where 
it will be detained over tkree hours 
a mcpsenger must be dispatched to 
Lynchburg. 
3. 
In case of the engine 
at­ 
tached to a mail train being dis 
abled any engine that may be on 
the road shall be used to supply 
her place. 
4. 
Freight trains will wait for 
passenger 
trains one hour 
after 
their time of arrival (unless they 
pass 
sooner) 
and 
then proceed, 
keeping one hour behind time, un­ 
til the train looked for is passed or 
beard fr^m. 
5. 
If either freight train shall 
arrive 
promptly at the 
meeting 
place and the other freight train 
does not arrive, it shall wait one 
hour, after departing 
time, and 
then proceed, having prior right to 
the track, keeping one hour behind 
time, and should either mail train 
fail to arrive promptly at the meet­ 
ing place the other mail train shall 
wait ten minutes after departing 
time, and then proceed, keeping 
ten minutes behind time until the 


delayed train 
is passed or heard 
from.

When freight trains by los­ 
ing time in case of accident find 
they cannot arrive at the next pass 
ing place in time they shall proceed 
cautiously, with a man one-third of 
a mile ahead with a red flag or 
lantern.

Passenger trains after being 
one hour behind time must wait 
one hour longer for freight trains 
(which run according to rule 4) uu- 
less it arrives sooner, and then pro­ 
ceed, sending a man one-third of a 
mile ahead with a red flag or lan­ 
tern.

The bill for the amendment of 
the Sherman law makes all mer­ 
gers or combinations in restraint 
of trade illegal and provides pun­ 
ishment of the offense by a fine of 
$10,OCX) or imprisonment for one 
year, or both, against each person 
engaged in the combination. 
The 
bill also prohibits combinations in 
restraint of trade and all attempts 
to monopolize any part of the trade 
of the several states or territories, 
providing a fine of $5,000 or im­ 
prisonment for a year in each case* 
Corporations engaged in interstate 
commerce are required to ’file with 
the interstate commerce commis­ 
sion each year a statement of their 
business and also a statement g iv ­ 
ing the names of persons to whom 
stock was originally issued and the 
price received for it.
